LONDON COUNTY COUNCITS 
NEW’ BY-LAWS. ; 

At Bow-atreet: Polioe-oourt before 
Sir’ ‘Chartres Biron, Vivien Annette 
Borket,‘who-osrries ona licenseid- 
minsage establisument ‘in Adelaide- 
atrest, Strand, in the’ namo of Vivie 
Burke,’ wae summoned for an alleged 
contravention of the regulations. 

Mr. Dimes, ‘who’ appéared’ in ‘sup- 
port of the sUIDN}ODS, stated that'this 
was the first case “under the by-laws 
recently made by the County ‘Council 
with the object of preventing immor- 
ality in massage establishments, The 
by-law. in question provided that the 
door of a'treatment room should not 
be locked during the period that a 
patient was therein, and although this: 
might appear a ‘somewhat drastic 
provision it was submitted that it was 
a perfectly proper and necessary. re- 
gulation if these places were to be 
properly controlled. 

Mra. Rachel Constance Mackenzie, 
inspector of massage establishments, 
gave evidence as ‘to visiting the 
defendant’s premises. On trying the 
door of the manicure room, which 
opened irom the landing on the 
second floor, she found it.was locked. 


the manageress, and witness went in 
and saw a curtain drawn. half way 


apross the room and a man sitting is in 
as chair behind it, Defendant was in on 
adjoining room, and when asked why. 
the door had been locked sho replied, 
“We have only just locked it. Tf 
you have anything to say against my 
sister, say itnow. She is o married 
Hady-——Havo-‘you--seen-—- anything 
wrong 7”  Withess pointed out that 
the ao being locked was in itself an 
offence. : 

Mr. Kimber, counsel for the defence, 
snbmitted that the by-law was ultra 
vires and unreasonable. Asa matter 
of fact, he ssid, this door was always 
kept open, but a few mintites before 
the_inspeotor’s visit the defendant’s 
dressmaker had called and pushed the 
door to behind her. Therefore this 
most trifling occurrence was a pure 
accident. | + 

Sir Chartres Biron said he did aot 
think the by-law’ was unresgonable. 
‘He expressed no opinion abou’ this 
particular place, but no doubt in the 
past some of these massage establish- 
ments were not conducted in a very 
desirable way. The defendant would 
be fined 40s. with £1 1s costs.

Before the actual . Jaying-on-of- 
hands the Bishop gave a most useful 
address on the meaning of Confirma- 
tion, showing that just as the apostles, 
who were the first-bishopa, laid their 
hands in olden days, aud were thus 
instrumental in the bestowing of the 
gift of the Holy Ghost, so the bishops 
of to-day are used by God in the 
giving of the Holy Ghost. Although 
there is now no outward manifesta- 
tion such as the gift of ‘tongues, yet 
that fiery gift is surely within us, 
after Confirmation, to lead us into all 
goodness if we will allow ourselves to 
be guided. 

Then the Bishop showed that 
Christians need in ifood to sustain 
them in their life of war-fare against 
evil, and that’ its fulness could only 
be obtained by & regular attendance 
at Holy Communion which was_the 
centre of Christian worship. 

Seven candidates: were presented 
to the Bishop by the Cathedral, 
eleven by 8, Peter’s Church, five from 
the Army and two from the Navy. 

The season of Christmas tells us of
